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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. As indicated in the specification on 
page 5, <|)i appears to be a critical dimension limited to between about 30 and about 85 degrees. 
Claim 10 does not include this limitation but the applicant does not appear to be enabled for any 
angle beyond these dimensions. Therefore, §\ between about 30 and about 85 degrees should be 
included in all independent claims. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6-9, 10 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 6-9, 10 and 18, t, although defined in claim 1 is not defined in claims 6, 
10 or 18. Additionally, where possible, claims are to be complete in themselves. Incorporation 
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by reference to a specific figure or table "is permitted only in exceptional circumstances where 
there is no practical way to define the invention in words and where it is more concise to 
incorporate by reference than duplicating a drawing or table into the claim. Incorporation by 
reference is a necessity doctrine, not for applicant's convenience." Ex parte Fressola, 27 
USPQ2d 1608, 1609 (Bd Pat. App. & Inter. 1993) MPEP 2173.05(s). Reference to the figure 
does not sufficiently describe the claimed invention and is not the only way to describe the 
invention. Clearly, applicant has demonstrated that the invention can be described in words, 
particularly since formulations are used in claim 1 to describe the claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-5 and 19 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Examiner acknowledges applicant's amendment to drawings and cancellation of claims 
11-17 and 20. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 6-9, 10 and 18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
